Canada take up their role in 
society, they do not sit on 
street corners selling pen- 
cils or sit by the stoveina 
rocking chair all evening. 
Through interest and under- 
standing on behalf of the 
public, blind people now att- 
end our universities, dress 
like other students, buy hats, 
gossip over the back fence 
and do their own housework, 

According to Mr, W, J, 
Owen, field secretary for the 
Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind, about 75 per 
cent of Canada’s blind popue 
lation take an active interest 
in hockey, They follow 
hockey by radio or TV and 
forecast the winner of the 
Stanley Cup as accurately 
as any other armchair sticke 
handler, 

Blind people are no mere 


spectator sports. About 
3,000 bowl and others curl, 
They listen for the sounds 
of the ball on the lane and 
the satisfying thud when it 
hits the pins or the dis- 
appointing roll when it drops 
into the gutter. 

The blind curler listens

2, If the maintenance cost 
of each tot lot is $150 per 
year and the Greenview - 
Glenmore tot lot serves 190 
homes the cost is less than 
$1 per year per home, 

3. The tot lots are loca= 
ted such that youngsters do 
not have to cross busy traf- 
fic areas to get to the equip- 
ment, If only one childs life 
is saved is this not a real 
consideration? 

4 The tot lots provide 
walkways between the cres- 
cents making other points in

New approach in 
soll drifting control 


In a recent news release, 
D, T, Anderson, agricultural 
engineer for the Canada De~

Trash-cover farming has 
been advocated for many 
years as a useful technique 
for combining efficiency in 
farm operations to protect 
crops and soils from soil 
drifting.

with the use of a wide=blade 
cultivator (because of its 
superiority over other till- 
age machines in trash cone 
servation) has been the re- 
commended practice, Today 
chemical weed control will 
replace some blade tillage, 

In one field study on sum- 
merfallow, chemical weed 
control combined with one 
stroke with aheavy-duty cul- 
tivator conserved 75 per cent

Do you know why Canada’s 
Food Guide recommends 400 
International Units (1 U.) of 
Vitamin D daily for all grow- 
ing persons and expectant 
and nursing mothers? 

The lack of Vitamin D in 
small children can cause a 
condition known as rickets, 
In 1968, Montreal and Toron- 
to hospitals reported 400 
cases of rickets, The disease 
is not fatal but youngsters 
suffering from rickets might 
bear the signs of poor bone 
formation, e.g., bowed legs, 
knock-knees, for the rest 
of their lives, 

The reason Vitamin D Is 
required by the body is be- 
cause it iss necessary to 
make calciuin available to 
the body, and calcium Is 
essential to grow strong 
bones and sound teeth. 

One food - MILK, ts an 
excellent source of calcium, 
riboflavin and protein, butis 
naturally low in Vitamin D 
content, so to protect the 
Canadian consumer, regula- 
tions under the Food and 
Drug Act permit the addition 
of 300 LU, of Vitamin D per 
30 fluid ounces of: 

* all forms of milk = fluid 
powdered, evaporated, mod- 
ified, whole, skim or par- 
tially skimmed, 

* prepared infant formu- 
lae. 

* margarine and margar- 
ine-like products, 
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MEETING THE VITAMIN D 
REQUIREMENT 

The action ofthe sun onthe 
skin will produce VitaminD, 
but Canadians can only bene- 
fit from sunshine for a few 
months, 

To meet their Vitamin D 
requirements, Canadians 
depend either on a Vitamin 
D supplement (e.g. cod liver 
oil) or on a food enriched 
with Vitamin D (e.g. enrich- 
ed milk, enriched margar- 
ine.) 

IMPROVING THE NUTRIT.- 
IONAL VALUE OF MILK 

An excellent source of Vit- 
amin A is whole milk, The 
Vitamin A ts soluble in the 
fat, so users of skim or par- 
tially skim milk (two per 
cent) are not receiving their 
proper share of this essen- 
tial vitamin, so Vitamin A 
is allowed to be added to all 
forms of skim and partially 
skim milk, 

Vitamin C can also be 
added to evaporated milk, 

The next time you’ re shop- 
ping - read the label andsee 
what product and brand {Is 
your best nutritional buy, So 
when using: 

* whole milk: look for the 
label ‘‘Vitamin D added’’ 

* skim or partially skim 
milk: look forthe label “Vit- 
amin A and Vitamin D add- 
ed’? 

* evaporated milk: look 
for the label ‘‘Vitamin D 
and C added” 

* evaporated skim milk: 
look for the label ‘‘ Vitamin 
A, D, and C added,’” 


pared to 27 per cent, or 
about 500 pounds per acre 
with four strokes with the 
cultivator. Normally about 
1,500 pounds are required 
for good erosion control, 

In a second study four 
strokes with the wide-blade 
cultivator conserved about 
60 percent, whereas chemi- 
cal weed control together 
with one blade cultivation 
conserved about 95 per cent. 
The advantage in trash con- 
servation gained from using 
chemicals was greater in 
the first than in the second 
study because oftheinherent 
differences between the two 
machines, The stubble, how- 
ever, remained upright on 
the field bladed once, thus 
giving maximum erosion 
protection and snow trapp- 
ing. Private experiments 
have shown that upright stub- 
ble conserves moisture to a 
far greater degree than cul- 
tivated stubble land and in 
dry years the yields of grain 
from upright stubble are 
greatly superior, 

There are chemicals 
available for most weeds 
found on fallow land, Late- 
fall orearly-spring spraying 
of both stubble and fallow 
land will control winter-ann- 
ual weeds economically, 
Highly erodible areas can be 
tilled or spot-sprayed to 
control volunteer grain and 
other grass-type weeds, 

This mew approach pro- 
vides a greater degree of 
protection from soil erosion 
with the added advantage of 
the economics possible 
through the use ofherbicides.

Before washing stained 
permanent-press garments: 

If there is aspot or stain 
on your permanent press 
garment pretreat it before 
washing in yourregular wash 
or it will be set permanently 
into the garment, Good 
Housekeeping did some tests 
and this is the method that 
worked best: 

Spray the stain with one 
of the aerosol grease-spot 
removers that turns powe- 
dery and let this dry thor- 
oughly (any grease deposits 
should be scraped off before 
spraying.) Remove powder 
by brushing it off briskly, 
then wash fabric by regular 
laundering techniques, OR 
follow the spot removal pro= 
cedure, Sponge the spot with 
a solvent (e.g fireproof 
Energine - available from 
drug stores) and let it dry. 
Treat spot with liquid deter- 
gent and allow to stand for 
one hour, Launder as usual,

through’’ the fabric, 

Your Automatic Washer, 
Dryer and Permanent Press: 

Permanent press gar- 
ments seek to return totheir 
original shape because of 
their “plastic memory,” 
Heat softens and ralaxes the 
fibers so creases from wear 
and washing tend to “‘pop 
out,’’ Coolness hardens the 
fibers softened by heat so

* Apply a liquid detergent 
or water paste (dry soap 
with water) to soiled areas 
(collars, cuffs or oily stains) 
and let stand about one hour,

mize wrinkles and static 
electricity. 

* Do not overdry, If dry- 
ing a small load or single 
garment, add one or two dry

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When Erling Winquist took 
on the job of chairman of the 
St, Albert Kinsmen Minor 
Hockey Association in 1968, 
he pretty well knew what he 
was getting into, 

He didn’t, however, really 
give much thought to whathe 
was getting his family into. 

Neither did they. 

Today, however, hockey 
has become a family affair 
in the Winquist household at 
10 Sheridan Drive, from wife 
Sharon down to eight-year- 
old daughter Jody, 

“They all help,’’ Erling 
said, ‘‘If they didn’t, I’d 
never get it all done.’’ 

As chairman of minor 
hockey in St, Albert, Erling 
has the responsibility of see- 
ing that 460 boys play hockey, 
at least that’s the count this 
year, Next year he feels it 
will be over the 500 mark, 
almost double from when he 
took over from the late Rod 
Erickson in 1968, 

It was through Rod that 
Erling got into the organiza= 
tional end of hockey in St, 
Albert, A resident since 
1961, he had coached since 
that year, bringing one set 
of boys up from peewee 
through one year of juvenile, 

But joining the Kinsmen 
Club in 1967 saw him as 
a natural addition to the 
minor hockey committee Rod 
Was spearheading, He foll- 
ywed Rod's footsteps 
throughout the winter of 
1967-68 and adopted his 
philosophy but not his meth- 
ods, 

“He didn’t keep books,’’ 
Erling sald, “he kept every- 
thing in his head, He’d rem- 
ember names, places, con- 
tacts, everything that was 
required, I just couldn't do 
that, 

“It got so that every time 
we went some place and Rod 
would start talking hockey, 
I'd reach for my paper and 
pencil and start writing, I 
couldn*’t keep up to him,’’ 

When Erling took over as 
chairman the following year, 
the wealth of information 
he had picked from Rod’s 
computer-like brain was all 
neatly tucked away in ree 
cords and the cardex sys-= 
tem for cataloguing players, 

It is this system that has 
drawn all members of the 
family into hockey, even the 
ones in skirts, 

“Sharon does most of the 
typing,’’ Erling said, and as 
he held up his and hers for 
comparison {it was easy to 
see why, although not quite 
SO easy to see how he cons 
her Into it, 

Carey, 13, Sandra, 12, 
Todd, 9, and Jody all have 
their jobs to do in the late 
fall when it comes time to 
put the teams together. 

“This {ts when the work 
really starts,'’ Erling said, 
‘Kids have to be assembled 
according to age and areas, 
Brothers have to be put on 
the same team, You have to 
try and see that each team 
has the same number of 
each age group, although this 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
balanced teams, Often times 
six-year-olds will play as 
well as those that are eight. ’’

hours three or four nights 
a week, After registration, 
the pace is stepped up, 

The phone will ring off 
the hook for a good part of 
each evening in the early 
winter. It doesn’t ring at 
supper time much any more,

“Tt starts to ring as soon 
as they drop the puck,’’ Erl- 
ing said, ‘‘Coaches want in- 
formation and then there are 
always a lot of boys who 
haven’t registered and now 
want to play.

that is followed in other 
centres, 

He is also going to ex= 
plore the possibility of hav-

Erling also feels a better 
shake is needed for referees,
